It was Laval who sealed France’s doom 
when he torpedoed the France-Soviet Mutual 
Aid Pact, the bulwark which kept France 
safe from attack. But Monsieur Laval’s soul 
burned with a far greater fear of the Soviet 
Union and its Socialist system than it ever 
feared the enslavement of France by Ger- 
man fascism. To Monsieur Laval, it was far 
better that his “way of life’—capitalism— 
be protected by Hitler’s bayonets than that 
the French working class should march to 
greater control of France in ever greater. 
democracy. Hatred of the Soviet Union— 
thi is also the surest signal of treason and 
treachery in any political career. It will 
lead inevitably to betrayal of the nation to 
Fascism, even to the invading armies of fas- 
cism.

Powerful Force in the Election 


Q** of the remarkable developments 
this past week has been the crudely 
obvious maneuvers by which both Wall 
Street parties have tried to win the votes 
of the Negro people. 

The Negro people, who are insulted, 
Jimcrowed, and exploited during the 
“normal” days of the year, suddenly have 
become the object of election wheedling 
as the November election draws near. The 
spectacle takes its irony from the fact 
that the same groups which so calmly 
view the shameful oppression of the Ne- 
gro people all year round are the ones 
who now seek Negro votes. 

The vicious “kneeing” of a Negro by 
Roosevelt’s secretary Stephen Early, and

Prior to this, we saw the cynical fish- 
ing for the Negro people's vote in such 
insulting tricks as President Roosevelt’s 
frantic appointment of the Negro Army 
officer, Col. Davis, to the position of Bri- 
gadier-General only shortly before he is 
to be retired, when even Lieutenants’ 
promotions have been systematically de- 
nied the Negro in the Army. for every 
year of the present Administration as in 
all other Wall Street administrations.

fort of the two capitalist parties to 
hem the Negro people within the walls 
a Jimcrow ghetto, outside the political 
life of America, the Negro community 
has refused to be thus robbed of its right- 
ful place in the political life of the 
country. 


Never since the Civil War have the 
Negro people been more conscious of their 
growing political power and independence 
than today. They have refused to be 
bought, flattered or cowed by the old 
party politicians. They have fought 
steadily for the right to have an honored 
place in the political ranks, on an equal 
footing.

It is a fight which is crucial 
not only to themselves as a shamefully 
oppressed minority; it is just as crucial 
to the welfare of the American people as 
a whole, and to the interests of the Labor 
movement in particular.

in America’s political life, it is an ir- 
refutable truth that the Communist Party 
of the United States has played an enor- 
mous role.
